» creates the Division of Consumer Purchasing (division) within the Department of
Alcoholic Beverage Control;

» moves the wine subscription program under the administration of the division;

» requires the division to establish a consumer purchasing system;

» outlines the parameters of the consumer purchasing system,;
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» grants the Alcoholic Beverage Control Commission rulemaking authority.

Other Special Clauses:
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121 (a) ensure that an alcoholic product ordered through the consumer purchasing system is

122 shipped or transported to a department warehouse;

123 (b)_deliver an alcoholic product ordered through the consumer purchasing system to the
